This is the Stage. Let us.in a word ſee 
che Actors. The yeare 1620,a Cornpariy 
of Engliſh'parr out of the Low Countries,. 


and ſome out of London and other pares; 
were .ſent. for Virginia. Burt being cur 


ſhort by want of wind , and hardneſſe of 


the Winter, they landed themſelves in 


_ this Countrey,enduring, with great hope - 
and patience, all the, miſery that Deſart 


- _could putupon them,and imployed:hcir 
wits to make their beſt uſe oftharthen 
Snow-covered land for their neccLities, 
After two yearcs experience of the nature 

of the ſoyle, commodities, and natives, 

they returned ſuch intelligence to their 

Maſters , that others tooke notice of their 

endeyours, and the place. Then.ſome 

Weſterne Merchants colleted a ſtocke, 

and employed itthat way. But they dif- 

couraged through loſſes, and want .of 
preſent. gaine; ſome Londoners » and 
others ( men of worth.) undertooke ir, 
with morereſolution, building upon the 
old foundation. Hence a ſecond planta- 
tion adjoyncd tothe other, but ſupported 


with- 
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- ments inevitable to ſuch undertakings.

with better pillars , and greater meanes. 
All beginnings are ever difficule. The 
halfe,faith the Proverbe, is morethenthe 
whole. Some errours were committed, 
and many mileries were endured; No 


- manis wiſe cnough to ſhunne all evils 


that may happen; bur patience and 
paincfulneſſe overcameall. The fucceſfe 
proved anſwerable even to ambirious ex- 
pectations, notwithſtanding the. impedi-

( thoughin it's Naturals) nouriſhed ma- 
ny natives,diſtinguiſhed into divers

itmediate character ofthar divine poyy- 
eras by her light ſhe hath caught us wiſe. 
dome, for our owne defence, fo by her 
fireſhe hath madeus fierce, injurious, re- 


-vengefull and ingenious in the device of 
eneanes for the offence of thoſe we take 
'to be ourenemies. This is ſecne in crea- 


tures yoide of reaſon,much morein man... 
kind. We have in us a mixture of all the 

Elements, and fire is predominant when 
che humours are exagitated. All motion 
cauſeth heat. All provocation moeovyerh 
choller , and choller inflamed , becom- 
meth a phrenhie,afury, eſpecially in bar. 
barousand cruell natures. Theſe things - 
are conſpicuous in the Inhabitants of 
New England. In whoſe Southermoſt 


' part arethe Pequets,or Pequants , aſtately 


warlike people,wyhich have been terrible 
co their neighbours, and troubleſome to 
the Engliſh. 

In February laſt they killed ſome 
Engliſh at Sea-brooke, a Southerly Planta- 
tion beyond (ape Cod,at the mouth of the 
River of Connettacutt, Since that the 

| B 2 Lieu- 
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Lievtenant of the Fort there, withtenne 
- men armed, went out to fire the Med- 
dowves,and to fit them for mowing. Ar- 
riving there he ſtarted three Indiays, 
which he purſueda little way » thinking 
ro cutthem off, Bur preſently they per- 
ceived themliclves incompalſed with 
hundreds of them,, wholer flic their ar- 
rowes furioufly and came deſperately up- 
on the muſles of their Muskets , though 
the Engliſh diſcharged upon them', with 
all the ſpeed they could. Three Engliſh 
men were were {laine, others wounded. 
The eightthar remained, made their way 
through the Salvages with their ſwords, 
and ſo got under the command of the 
Canon of the Fort, (otherwiſe they had 
been all ſlaine,or taken priſoners) one of 
the wounded falling downe dead at the 
Forts Gate The Indians thus flefhed and 
_ encouraged, beſieged the Fort as neere as 

they durft approach. The beſreged pre- 
ſently diſpatched a meſſenger to the Go- 
vernour at the "Bayzto acquaint him with 
theſe ladtidings , who with all ſpeed lent

unto their aide, Captaine Ynderhil, with 
' twenty ſouldiers. Not long after theſe 
Salvages went to Water-Towne , now cal 
| led Wetherfield, and there fellupon ſome 
that were ſawing, and ſlew nine more, 
whereof one wasa woman, the othera. 
childe,and tooke twoyong Maids priſo- 
ners, killing ſome of their cattell, and dri- 
ving ſome away. Mans nature inſulterh 
in victory and proſperity, and by good 
ſucceſle is animated even in the worſt of 
wicked actions. Theſe Barbarianstrium- 
phed and proceeded, drawing into their 
Confederacy other Indians,as the Nyante. 
cets, 4nd part of the Mohigens, of whom 
about fifty choſe rather to joyne with the 
Engliſh,and fat downe at New-Towne » at 
Connettacut ( now: called Hereford, as the 
other Towne that went from Dorcoeſter 
thither is called Wind/ore.) Fame encrea« 
ſeth by flying. The former ſad newes ww: $ 
augmented by the 1eporr of fixtic men 
N.ine at Maſter Pinch, :xy Plagracion, &c. 
Which proved falſe. The N--; (Eanſ cots 
ncizhbours to the Pe,uers , lent word to

the Exgliſh that the Pequers had ſollicited 


them to joyne their forces with them. 
Hercupon the Councell ordered that 
none ould goto worke,nortravell, no 
notſo much as ro Church, without Arms, 
A Corps of Guard of 14. or 15 ſouldiers 
was appointed to watch every night', and  - 
_ Centinels were let in convenient places 
| about the Plantations, the-Drumme bea- 
_ ting when they wentto the Watch, and 
every man commanded to be in readi- 
 nefſe upon an Alarme, upon paine offive 
pound. A day of faſt Gel was alſo 
kept. Fourty more were ſent to ſtreng- 
then the former twenty that went to the 
Forc,and 50 under the command of Cap- 
tain Maſon,which being conjoyned, were 
about 100. Two hundred more were to 
be ſenr after them with all expedition. 
The 50 Mobrgins that joyncd with the 
Engly/h, ſcouring about, eſpied 7 Pequers, 
| killed five of them outright, wounded the 
fixt mortally, rook the ſeventh priſoner, 
and brought him to the Fort. He braved 
the Engliſh, as though they durſt nor kill a 
= Pe- 
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| Pequet. Some will have theircouragetobe 
thought invincible,when all is deſperate. Bur 
it availed this Salvage nothing ; they tiedone - 
_ of his legs to a poſt, and 20 men with a rope 
.  tiedtothe other, pulled himin pieces, Captain 
Ynderhill ſhooting apiitol through him,to dif 
patch him. The rwo Maids which weretaken 
prifoners were redeemed by the Dutch. 
Thoſe 50 ſent from thethreeplantations of 
Connettacut with Captain Maſan,being joyned 
vith Captain /nderhil and his 20 men, (for 
the other 40 were not yet arrived with them) 
- immediately went upon an expedition againſt 
the Pequets,after they had ſearched for them. 
The manner was this. The Engli/b with ſome 
Mobigens went to the Naragonſets, who were 
diſcontented that they came no ſooner, ſaying 
they could arme and fer forth two or three 
hundred at ſix houres warning, (which they 
did accordingly, for the afviftance of the Eng- 
liſb) onely they deſired the advice of the Saga- 
wore, Mydutonno,what way they ſhould goto. 


 worke, and how they ſhould fall. on the Pe. 


quets ; whoſe judgementiin all things, agreed 
with the Engliſb,as though they had conſulted 

together. Then went they tothe Nyanticke,and 
l = he 


fivore them ater his maner upon their knees. 
As they marched they deliberated which Fort . 
of the' Pequets they ſhould afſanit | reſolving 
- uponthe great Forc,and to be there that night. 
Being on the way,and having a mile to march 

through woods and Swamps , the Nyanticke 
| hearts failed, for feare of the Pequets, and ſo 
they ran away as allo did ſome of the Narra- 
ganſets. Of five or 600 Indians,not above halfe 


not Capttaine Yuderhill upbraided them with

| he fer forth 200 more, but beforethey wentzhe 


wereleft: and they had followed the rg{t had 


cowardiſe,, and promiſed them they ſhould 
nokpght or come within ſhot of the Forr , but 
onely ſurround it afarre off. At breake of day 


the 70 Engliſh gave'the Fort a Volly of ſhot, 


whercat the Salvages within made an hide- 
ous and pitrifull cry,the ſhot without all que- 
ſtion flying through the! Palliſadoes ( which 
ſtood not very cloſe )and killing or wounding 


ſome ofthem.Pirty had hindred further hoſtile 


xoccedings, had notthe remembrance of the 


_ bloodfhedthe captive Maid', and cruell info- 


lency ofthoſe Pequets,hardned the hearts ofthe 
Engliſh, & ſtopped their cares unto theircries.

- .Thelong forbeerance,and too much lenitic of 
the Eaglith coward the Virginian Salvages, bad - 
like ro have beene thc deftructionpofibe whole 
Plantztion, Thele Barbarians(ceverteeacherous) 
 gbuſc cho goodaaiifofihole-that condelecnd to * 
_ theirtudceneſſeand impatctions, The Englith 
wen.rclolutely up co the dare af the Fore. What 
{hall wee enter {aid CaptaineYader-bill? What 
- come weforelſe>anfwered one Hedge, a young 
Nonthapwpton-ſhire gemleman: who advancing 
befarethe reſt, pluckt away ſome bulkes and en- 
zred.: A tour Pequer encounters him; fhootes his 
arrow (drawnc tothe head) into his rightarmo, 

wherc it tuck. He (lafhe the Salyage berwine the 

armc and fhoulder, who prefling rowardsthe 
dore, was killed by che Engliſh. Immediatly Ma- 
, ſer Hedge incountred another, who perceiving 
him upon him before he could deliver his arrow, 
 gavebacke: bur he ſtruck up his heeles andrun 
bim thorow ; after hiea hee killed rwo or three 
- .more. Then abour halferhe Engliſh cared, fell on 
; with courage, andſlew manie. Bur being fixait- 
ned for roome becauſe of the Wigwams (which = 

are tac Salvage huts or cabins )they called for fire = 
co burnethem. An Engliſh man ſtep into aWig- 
watn and ſtooping fora fire-brand, an Indian 
F on C was 


wasready to knock out his braines. Bur he whipt 


bur his ſword and cunne him into the belly, that 
his bowels followed. Then were the Wigwams 


ſet on fire, which ſo raged, that what therewith, 
what with the ſword, in little more than an 
hourc, betwixt three and fourc hundred of them © 
were killed,and of the Engliſhonely two, one of 
them by our owne Muskers,as is thought, For 
- the Narraganſcrs beſet the Fort ſo cloſe, that nor 
one c{caped. The wholo worke ended, erethe 
Sun was an hourc high,the Conquerors retraited 
downe toward the Pinnacc, bur in their march 
were infeſted by the reſt of the Pequers : who + 
ſcouting up and downe,from the twamps and 
thickets ler flic their arrowes amaine, which were 
anſwered by Engliſh bullets, The Indians thar 
then aſliſtedche Engliſh, waiting the fall of the 
Pequers ,(as the dogge watchcth the ſhot ofthe 
fouler to fetch the prey ) ſtill ferched them their 
-  heades,as any were flaine, Ar laſt the Narragan- 
ſers pereciving powder and ſhotto faile, and fea- 
_ ringto fall into the hands of their cnemies, be- 
rooke themſelves to flightupon the ſudden, and 
were as ſuddenly encompaſſed by the Pequers; 
Feare defcareth great armies. I an apprehenſion 
_ of cmincne davgeronce poſleſſe them, it is in 
| Valle

vaineto ſtay the runncawaics.No oratory canre- 
call them , no command can order them againe. 
The oncly ſurcway,isby all mecancs that may be, 
promiles, threats, perſwaſions, &c. to maintaine 
and kcepe up courage, where yet it is. Buttheſe 
fcarefull companions had one Anchor , wholc 
cable was not broken, They ſent ſpeedily to the 
Engliſh,yho came to their reskew: and after five 
; Muskets diſcharged the Pequers fled. Thus freed 
from that fearc,they vowed henceforth te cleave 
cloſer tothe Engliſh, and never to forſake them 
in time of necd. The reaſon why the Englth wan- | 
ted amunition was, becauſe they had left that 
whichthey had for ftore with their drum atthe 
placcof their conſultation: But found itin their 
xcturne. They now all went a ſhip-board apd ſay- 
led ta Scabroeke-Fort, where the Engliſh feafted 
the Narraganſets three daics, and then {cnt them 
home in a pinnacs. - ' | 
| Let mec now deſcribe this military fortreſſe 
which naturall reaſon & experience hath taughe 
them to erect, without mathematicall skill, or | 
uſc of yron toole.They chooſea picce of ground 
_ dry and of beſt advantage, forty or fifty foote 

ſquare. (But this was at lcaſt 2 acres of ground.) 
here they pitch cloſe together, as they can young

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recs and halfe trees, as thicke as a mans thigh, 


orthecalfc ef his legge. Ten or twelve foote 
high theyarc above the ground, and within ram- 
med three foote deepe, with underminin g, the 
carth being caſt up tor their berter ſhelter againſt 
the cnemics diſchargements. Betwixt thelc pal- = 
liſadoes are divers loope-holes, through which 

they let flic their winged meſſcngers. The doore 
for the moſt part is cnired fide-waics, which 


they ſtopwith boughes ot buſhes as needrequi- 


. xcth. The ſpace within is full of Wigwams,whcrc- 
in their wives and children live with them. 
Theſe huts or little houſes arc framed like our 
garden arbours,, ſomerhing moreronnd, very 
RKrong and handſome, covered with cloſe 


wrought mats, made by their women of flagges, 


- ruthes, and hempen threds, ſo defenſive , that 
neither raine, though never ſo ſad and Jong, nor 
yet the winde, though never ſoſtrohg can ener, 
The top through a ſquare hole giveth paſſageto 


._ the ſmoke, which inrainy weather, is covered 


. withapluver, This Fort was fo crowded with 


thele numerous dwellings, that the Engliſh wan- 
ted foote-roome to zraple with their adverſaries, 


' _ andthereforeſet fire 0n all. 
| The Mohigens which fided with the Engliſh 


in this ation behaved themſelves ſtourly; 
Which thc other Pequets underſtanding, curoff 
all the Mohigens that remaine with them , ( leſt 
they ſhould turne ro the Englith ) except ſeven - 
who flying to our Countrey-men related this 
newes, and that abour an hundred Pequars were 
ſlainc or hurt, in the fight with the Eoglith as © 
their returne from the Fort, Morcover that they 
had relolved'to have ſent an hundred choyce 
men out of their Fort as a party againſt the 
Englifh, the very day after they were bcatcn our 
by them, Burt being now vanquzthed Saſacus the 
Pcquetan Captaine, with the remainder of this 
maſſacre was fled the Countrcy. : 
Ic js not good £0 give breathing toa beaten = 
enemy, [ct he returnearmed if not with greater 
puiſſance, yet with greater deſpight andrevenge. 
| Too much ſecurity or neglect in this kinde bath 
oft timcs ruined the Conquerours. The a00 En- 
_ glifhtherefore,rcfolved on before, were now ſent 
forch te chaſe the Barbarians and uttcrly route 
them out. Whereupon Cap. Yaderbill with his 
20 men returned and gavethis account of thoſe 
cxploics of the New-Englanders, which here we 
have communicated to the old Englifh world.

I have done with this tragick ſcene, whole ca- 
taſtrophe ended ina triumph. And now give 


. mce leave to fpeake ſomething of the preſent 


ſtare of things there. The tranſcribing of all 
Colonics is chargeable, fictelt for Princes or 
ſtares to undertake. Their farſt beginnings are 
full of caſuality and danger, and obnoxious to 


many miſcries. They muſt bee well grounded, 


well followed, and mannaged with great ſto :ks 
of money, by men of rcfolution, that will nor 
bee dauntcd by ordinarie accidents. The Ber- 
muda's and Virgizia arc come to perfeRion from 
meane, or rather baſe beginnings, and almoſt 


by as weake meancs, beyond all expetation, 


andreaſon. Bur a few private men by uniting 


_ their Rocks and deſires have now raiſed new- © 


England to that height, thar never any planta- 
tion of Spaniards, Datch, or any other arrived 
atinſoſmall a time.

But whiles men arc 
all for thcir private profir, the publique 
 goodis neglefted and languiſheth, Woe-

ginia, and Novonia, or New-found. land, 
( now againeto bee planted by Sir Darvid 
Kirke , though part. of che old planters 
there yet remaine.) Weeate never wiſer, 
than when wee are thus taught, The new 
Englanders therefore advanced the weale 
publique all they could , and fo the private 
is taken care for, | 
Corne and Cattell are wonderfully en: 
creaſed with them, and thereof they have 
enough, yea ſometime to- ſparc to new 
commers , belades ſpare roomes, or good 
houſes to cntertaine them in. Where they

But the deſire of more gaine, the ſlavery 
_ of mankindc, was not the oacly cauſe of our 
Englith endeavours for a plantation there, 
The propagation of Religion was that pre- 
cious jewcll,for which theſe Merchant vens- 
turers compaſled both Sea and Land, and 
wentintoa farre Country toſcarch and ſcat 
themſclyes. This, I am lure, ticy pretended, 
and I hope intended. Onely this bleſſing
